But Ben Hogan triumphs over injuries to win title in the play-off 


The world’s most glamorous golf tournament, 
the U.S. Open, was having its Golden Anniver- 
sary. To help commemorate it some 35,000 peo- 
ple, the biggest crowd in Open history, stam- 
peded for four days over the Merion Golf Club 
at Ardmore, Pa. Equipped with shooting sticks, 
periscopes and endless energy, they jumped 
, climbed trees, quaffed pop, sweated and 
at 165 highly trained golfing seals. 
What they saw was golf at its best and worst 
under tremendous pressure of the Open. Right 
off the reel an unknown kid named Lee Mackey, 
Jr. shot a 64—best score ever made in a U.S. 
Open. “He'll blow up,” everybody said, and he 
did. Next day Mackey gave an imitation of a 
man killing snakes in the rough while scoring a 
dismal 81. In the second round familiar names 


like Lloyd Mangrum and Cary Middlecoff be- 
gan to edge closer to the top of the list. 

Only two strokes off the pace was little Ben 
Hogan, the man who miraculously came back 
(Lire, Jan. 23) after his near-fatal auto acci- 
dent in early 1949. Despite knee-length elastic 
stockings, Ben’s legs swelled after each round. 
But in the stretch with only six holes to play, 
Hogan had a three-stroke lead. Could he stick it 
out? The gallery swarmed after him, cheering 
every move. But then Ben, dog-tired and dead- 
game, missed a three-foot putt on the 15th, an- 
other five-footer on the 17th. Those two failures 
caused Ben Hogan to end up in a triple tie first 
place with Lloyd Mangrum and George Fazio. 
But the next day he pulled himself together to 
become 1950 Open champ in an 18-hole play-off.

Volcano’s lava sets ocean boiling

The eruption came without warning. It was 
only 17 months since Mauna Loa had last boiled 
over, and the world’s most active volcano gen- 
erally exploded only once every three or four 
years. But on the evening of June 1, with hardly 
a warning rumble, the Mauna Loa split at the 
seams. Three huge fissures opened 2,000 feet be- 
low the crater rim, In sheets as much as 25 feet 
thick, molten lava gushed down the mountain- 
side and over the hills of the island of Hawaii. 
Two hundred miles northwest, on Oahu, beach 
strollers near Honolulu saw the dark horizon 


flare red from the great tower of smoke and flame 
that climbed skyward. 

The liquid rock streamed in fiery rivers to- 
ward the sea, moving at 10 mph. In four hours it 
had covered highways, cracked telephone poles 
and coconut trees, swallowed up the village of 
Hookena and sent residents scampering in their 
night clothes for their lives. Then, hitting a 
speed of 30 mph, faster than it usually flows, it 
reached the cliffs of Kona (above) and slithered 
over them into the Pacific while the sea boiled 
furiously and sent up enormous pillars of steam. 


After three days of violent eruption Mauna 
Loa’s fury let up, but she was still sending out 
flame and lava. The Hawaii Volcano Obser 
tory figured that in the first week 500 million 
cubic yards of lava had poured out of the moun- 
tain. But except for the fish cooked to death in 
the boiling ocean, no lives had been lost. 

Natives living along the Kona coast felt it had 
all been inevitable. A strange young girl, dis- 
guised as an old woman, had been reported in 
the district recently. Now it was clear who she 
was—Pele, the angry Hawaiian goddess of fire.

The British were clearly taken aback by 
the French proposal. They dislike being tak- 
en aback. The British have a lively—perhaps 
an overdeveloped—sense of French limita- 
tions, If they knew one thing clearly, it was 
that the French were incapable of a farsight- 
ed policy toward Germany. Last month, 
when this assumption evaporated under 
Schuman’s warm words, the British under- 
standably felt the incredulity of a man faced 
with the return of a long-borrowed umbrella. 

There were other elements in the British 
stiffness toward the Schuman plan. One of 
them is socialism. National planning is a 
rather godlike process, similar to stocking 
and arranging a large fish bowl. Great care 
must be exercised to insure compatibility 
among the fish; if one fish competitively eats 
another, the ichthyophile feels that he has 
failed in his providential function. Just the 
right amount of plants may be introduced to 
provide food for the fish. There may be snails 
and musse's which exist as seavengers on the 
fish, and so forth. The creator of an ecologi- 
ally balanced fish bowl would not look with 
favor upon a proposal to link up his bowl 
with other bowls—especially if he suspects 
the latter of containing unpedigreed snails. 
The British socialist, like the ichthyophile, 
pauses before thrusting his cherished gup- 
pies forth upon the restless bosom of thecom- 
mon European stream. 


lor are the socialists alone among Brit- 
ons who look askance at the Schuman plan. 
Even that good European Winston Church- 
ill views it with a fishy eye. “We welcome the 
Schuman proposal cordially in principle,” 
he said, “but we must nevertheless . . . be 
careful that it does not carry with it a lower- 
ing of British . . . standards of life.” 

Yet when all generous excuses and expla- 
nations for Britain’s isolation from the Schu- 
man plan are made, a keen sense of disap- 
pointment remains. Britishers themselves 
feel it, Said London’s Economist, “To throw 
shadows across the gleams of hope which 
flicker around [the Schuman plan] in the 
French and German press is to incur the re- 
sponsibility of producing some better idea. 
And there is no sign that Mr. Bevin has a 
better one.” 

When George Marshall, standing in the 
Harvard Yard in June 1947, announced the 
principle of the Marshall Plan, Bevin, as h 
said later, “grabbed it with both han 
Now Bevin is ill, and there seems no one in 
Britain with the imagination to grab Eu- 
rope’s hope first and to think later of the 
purity of the British fish bowl. 

For many years Britons have expressed a 
sense of superiority to the Continent with 
the lordly phrase, “Africa begins at Calais.” 
From darkest Paris, Schuman has given 
Britain a chance to rewrite that piece of ar- 
Togance. Schuman, in outlining the future of 

‘uropean steel industry, stressed the vast 
needs of Africa for the produc 1s of basic Eu- 
ropean industry. "Afri s Schuman uses 
it, stands for the principle of progress, the 
notion that the salvation of Europe lies in 
moving ahead rather than in clinging tightly 
to its present meager possessions. 

For the present, Americans can maintain 
a hope that Britain will come to realize that 
“the future begins at Calais.” 


BEWARE OF AGE CATEGORIES 


Recent news from Washington is that the 
Administration wants to do something for 
the middle-aged. Not a new social security 
scheme, mind you, nor yet a WPA for those 
aged 45-65. Just a new study to get the facts 
out employment of people in the middle- 
aged category. The Department of Labor 
wants to know how employers feel about 
workers over 45. It wants also to start a big 
publicity campaign to make employers and 
middle-age conscious. 
wy with mixed feeling this latter pro- 
posal. The effect of “middle-age conscious- 
ness” would be to create a vast new pressure 
group—and the immediate drive of such a 
pressure group would be for one of those blan- 
ket solutions which never solve anything. 
To see the point clearly one has only to 
look at the results of the recently inculeated 
habit of lumping all people over the age of 
65 into a single age-bracket category. This 
has created the dangerous illusion that no 
one over 65 should work and that ev: eryone 
at age 65 should automatically get a $100-a- 
month pension. We are not against pension 


plans, nor do we think people of 65 should 
work if they are incapacitated. But there is 
no reason why a person should be forced out 
of work at an arbitrary age, whether 45, § 
or 70, if his reflexes are still good, his vision 
clear and his judgment sane. 

Much is being made these days of "g 
atries,” or medical care of the aged. The ex- 
perts in geriatrics are now saying that retire- 
ment should be predicated on biologic, not 
actual, age. They even predict that the aver- 
age life span will some day reach 120 years. 
We pause to wonder how any corporation, 
even rich General Motors, could finance a 
pension plan to keep a man off the payroll 
and in idleness from the age of 65 to the age of 
120. Fifty-five years of retirement for mil- 
lions of people would break any economy. 

The habit of shuffling everyone over 65 
into a single category has produced enough 
bad thinking as it is. So let us all beware of 
creating a whole new category of the middle- 
aged. Politicians would soon’be appealing to 
people over 45 as the “subelderly” and offer- 
ing them pensions, too.

Juke boxes in the area 
were still blaring The Death of Carl Shelton the 
following year when another of Ma’s sons, Ber- 
nie, who was also a badman, especially when 
drinking, was slain from ambush just north of 
Egypt, in Peoria. Last week it began to look as 
if the sentiments expressed in The Death of Carl 
Shelton would have a permanent 
place on the southern Illinois hit 
parade. A third son, Roy, a former 
convict, was consigned to “the bet- 
ter world,” again by ambush, on 
his farm near Fairfield. 

In addition to the three killings 
in three years, there were four oth- 


er attacks which drew blood but ROY

failed tokilloneoftheSheltonclan, 
whose members now live in coun- 
try-squire affluency but have long 
been notorious as bootleggers and 
gambling czars. 

This story goes like this: Carl, 
the Shelton gang leader, was rid- 
dled by 16 machine-gun slugs fired 
from a car as he drove a jeep down 


Beech Bluff Road near his Fairfield farm. Carl's 
funeral drew 1,200 people; and the florist turned 
away 100 customers. Bernie was felled as he 
walked outside his gambling club near Peoria 
by a well-placed rifle shot fired from a nearby 
wooded plot. His kinfolk sobbed as they saw him 
lowered into a Peoria grave in a $3,000 bronze 
casket. In May 1949 a gunman climbed onto a 
garage roof in Fairfield to draw a bead through 
a window on Big Earl, who was quietly playing 
pinochle with friends in the Shelton-run Farm- 
ers Club. His nephew Little Earl emptied his 
pistol through the broken window, then helped 
the sheriff take Big Earl to a hospital. Little Earl 
joined his uncle in the hospital later, after 10 
holes were drilled in his posterior by a .45 caliber 
pistol fired through the window and side of Little 
Earl’s car parked in front of his Fairfield home. 
The two Earls, their wounds by this time healed, 
drew fire again on May 22, 1950, as they drove 
their car over a Pond Creek bridge near the Shel- 
ton farms, and Big Earl was nicked in the arm. 
Gunmen who left hard-boiled egg shells in their 
ambush lair tried to get Little Earl again on 
June 4. They missed him but seriously wounded 
his companion, Dellos Wylie. 

‘Two days later Roy was 
his tractor by riffe bullets while he was disking 
for the corn planting. The Sheltons wept again 
as, with 1,000 others, they saw his $3,500 casket 
placed beside Carl’s in Maple Hill Cemetery at 
Fairfield. The Reverend Kent M. Dale said, 
“Tragedy again has stalked across our smiling 
fields. .. . Ido not intend to be a master of cere- 
monies at a show, but a minister of Jesus.”

Little Egyptians and their peace officers consid- 
ered the possibilities. The booze-running Shel- 
tons made enemies when they fought the raid- 


ing Ku Klux Klan in the '20s, and then battled 
the Birger gang in warfare employing machine 
guns, armored cars, a tank and a bombing plane. 


BULLETIN in the Fairfield paper's window gives 
prepublication news of the latest Shelton tragedy. 


During the '20s, in the area where the gangs op: 
erated, which included “Bloody Williamson’ 
county, 40 died in the fighting. Later Chicago 
and St. Louis hoodlums resented the rich gam- 
bling take of the Sheltons in southern Illinois 
and may have tried to move in. There was local 
feuding with neighbor “Black Charlie” Harris 
and others about strayed cattle. 

Despite all these provocations, 
and all the shooting, Big Earl last 
week vowed to stay in Egypt. “I 
can’t see why a man should walk 
off and leave his home.” Neighbor 
John Felix rested his team and pre- 
dicted, “Tt ain’t over yet.” Indeed 
the situation appeared as hopeless 
as the words of the ballad to Carl: 


“They even shot him when he fell 

And left him there to die; 2 

Some day this mystery will be 
solved 

Ina courthouse in the sky.”*

In his lifetime 57-year-old Ramon (“Buddy”) 
LaRue has been a private detec carnival 
fire-eater and a magician who, in one of his acts, 
froze his wife inside cakes of ice. Three years ago, 
feeling that his stunts were becoming too easy, 
he thought up something more challenging: es- 
caping from a strait jacket while dangling up- 
side down from a helicopter. At first the CAA 
refused to approve his venture but finally gave 
in on condition that he would put up $300,000 
insurance for bystanders. Last month LaRue 
performed his “escape in the sky” at the Mil- 
waukee fairgrounds, got so much applause that 
he feels his act is now ready for the road. “Get- 
ting out of the strait jacket is not really so hard 
once you get your hands above your head,” he 
explains. His biggest worry is that the helicop- 
ter motor may some day conk out. “If that hap- 
pens,” he says, “I have an arrangement with 
the pilot to sort of swipe me sideways along the 
grass rather thanletthe ship crash down on me.”

Motherhood is an experience generally restricted to 
females, and so far as males of the species are concerned 
this is just the way it ought to be. But down at the bot- 
tom of the sea, with the sea horses, things are different. 
There, it is the male sea horse that goes into labor and 
gives birth to its young, This strange division of the sea 
horse’s reproductive functions, unparalleled in nature, 
is the peak of this tiny fish’s paradoxical make-up. 

Its head is like that of a horse and its tail like that of 
amonkey. Like a chameleon it protects itself by chang- 
ing its color to blend with the surroundings. It makes 
sharp snapping noises in its lower jaw which may be a 
form of communication with other sea horses. During 
courtship the male is actively pursued by the female, 
who performs a sensuous dance that ends only when she 
deposits her eggs in a pouch on her mate’s belly. From 
here on in, the male takes over. In the pouch the eggs are 
nourished on the father’s blood for 45 days until they are 
fully developed babies ready to be born and to fend for 
themselves. The remarkable pictures on this page, taken 
at Marine Studios, Marineland, Fla., show a male sea 
horse as he gives birth to his herd of 600 baby sea horses.

The “heat” was on last week, and in many parts of the coun- 
try it was harder to get down a bet than it had been for dec= 
ades, The Senate was engaged ina full-scale probe of gambling 
and crime, and some of its discoveries had already forced all 
sorts of local investigations. The country’s biggest bookmak- 
er was under arrest in New York, facing 60 separate gambling 
charges and rumored about to plead guilty rather than c 

barrass his customers. Other big gamblers were wondering 
how soon the pressure would reach them, and some unex- 
pected people were being dragged into the picture in very 


AKE up the mummy in the Smithsonian Institution, hand 

him translated copies of today’s Washington newspapers— 

and amid the confusion of all the strange modern events he 
will soon find one with a familiar ring. The Senate’s probe of gam- 
bling as an aspect of interstate crime, which has been making head- 
lines for several months and promises to continue, is in many ways a 
repetition of one of the world’s oldest stories. The resurrected Egyp- 
tian might have trouble comprehending such new developments as the 
racing wire, but he would catch on fast to games like craps, roulette 
and the numbers lottery. After all, gambling has been with us 
the days of the cave man, when it was done with animal bones which 
were the precursors of dice, and even the race-track tout is as old as 
ancient Rome. Moreover gambling as a legal and social problem, which 
is the present concern of the Senate, is practically as old as gambling 
itself. The Egyptian would understand about laws to control or abolish 
gambling because he lived under them himself, thousands of years 
ago. He would also understand the Senate’s confusion about what to 
do, because the Egyptians could never quite solve the problem either. 
The man who likes to gamble has been a tribulation to the moralists 
and lawmakers almost since the beginning of time. 

The gambling man is a very strange duck. Common sense tells him 
that he cannot win. So do his experiences over the years, with all the 
money going out and very little coming back. His conversation is full 
of wry clichés about his habit: “All horse players die broke.” “No 
bookmaker ever went to the poorhouse except in a Cadillac to visit 
his mother.”

THE STATE'S KNOWN GAMBLING SPOTS 


This was the situation in Illinois as Governor Ste- 
venson mapped it early last month, just before he 
sent out the state police on the raids shown at right. 
Even then the state had much less gambling, thanks 
to some quiet pressure, than when the governor took 
over. In the old wide-open days there were scores of 
other establishments, and the tolerance of the local 
officials was often amazing. The sheriff in one county 
actually owned the slot machine concession himself. 
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His machines were delivered in his official cars, and 
deputy sheriffs made the installations and collec- 
tions. The most vicious rackets of all existed in coun- 
ties where the two local political parties had made 
a deal—installing a Republican prosecuting attor- 
ney and Democratic sheriff, or vice versa—so that 
each party could blame the other one for the failure 
of law enforcement, and the buck could be passed 
indefinitely whenever the voters tried to complain. 


U.S. GAMBLING conrmue 


ILLINOIS TRIES 


Under the recent administration of Governor 
Dwight H. Green, one of the Republicans who 
greatly helped the Democrats win the last elec- 
tion, Illinois became a perfect case study of a 
state where gambling is illegal according to the 
statute books, but free as a breeze as far as en- 
forcement of the laws is concerned. Thanks to 
the apathy of the state administration and the 
connivance of county officials, slot machines 
milked the public of about $55 million a year 
and some of the horse parlors had profits of over 
$1 million a year each. Illinois was perhaps not 
too different from most states, but the racket 
there was bigger and better. 

When reform Governor Adlai Stevenson was 
elected in 1948, he was faced with a wide-open 
state—and also with the fact that the county 
officials and even his state police wanted no part 
of acleanup. But early this year he had replaced 
half the troopers with hand-picked Army vet- 
erans, had accumulated a whole filing cabinet 
full of detailed reports on gambling establish- 
ments and was ready to act. Conferences with 
county officials—many of whom turned white 
when they saw the filing cabinet—had a rapid 
and startling effect on law enforcement in many 
places. Where this failed to work, as it did in

bootlegging, the shakedown rackets or confidence games. It is doubtful 
that anybody too squeamish about violence could possibly have fought 
his way to the top. Yet most of the bigtimers have come a long way since 
they entered the game. The gambling profession is so lucrative that, like 
gold mining or the junk business, it often has an extremely refining effect 
upon its successful practitioners. None of the men on these pages is over- 
whelmed by college degrees and indeed most use doubtful grammar. Yet 
practically all of them know how to dress, travel and behave in the very best 
circles. They have to because their top customers are the very best people. 

‘The professional gambler has to be a man of many talents. He must 
know how to decorate, staff and operate a first-class nightclub. He must 
know how to put the fix in with the local authorities without being taken 
for his shirt. He must be a shrewd judge of human nature, for a few crooked 
employes could easily cost him a fortune in a single night, He has to judge 
how much money his customers are good for, or he will be stuck with a pile 
of rubber checks which no court in the land will help him collect. W! 
the dice go the wrong way he has to have nerves of steel and absolute faith 
in the law of averages. Since he is an outlaw he must risk going to prison, 
and since his customers sometimes get awfully unhappy he even has to 
risk being shot. He must be scrupulously honest in financial matters and 
yet know every crooked trick in the game, lest he himself be victimized. 
‘Although he must be a very wise guy, he sometimes has to act like a sucker 
and be willing to drop $10,000 in a customer's harebrained business scheme 
rather than lose the customer's friendship. Although he has to be tough 
to survive, he must fit in perfectly among gentlemen. 

Few men can meet all these requirements, and out of all the people who 
open gambling houses about half go broke despite the odds in their favor.

The next time he had $10 he returned to his old hobby of trying to 
pick the numbers. Finally the news came that he had hit again— 
and he-cried, “Good Lord, do I have to go through that again?” 

The gambler cultivates a poker face and tries to act as calm as a 
hog in cold storage. Yet beneath his deceptive exterior his heart 
beats faster, his blood pressure goes up and he sweats right through 
his undershirt. In Las Vegas, Nevada, the capital of U.S. gambling, 
the sale of cigarets for calming nerves is the highest in the nation, 
and the death rate from heart disease and apoplexy is up in the 
stratosphere. The gambler is always racked with emotions; he kicks 
himself when he loses, and when he wins he kicks himself for not 
having had the nerve to win more. His daydreams are sickened by 
thoughts of what might have been. (“If only I had had sense enough 
to quit when I was ahead.” “If only I hadn’t changed my mind 
on the third race.” “If only I had bet with the dice instead of 
against them.”) He is a greater exaggerator than the fisherman; 
among fellow gamblers he likes to brag about his bad luck and 
among nongamblers he lies like a Trojan about his winnings. 

In the highly scientific and realistic 20th Century U.S., the gam- 
bler is among the last practitioners of superstition. He throws spilt 
salt over his left shoulder, knocks on wood, avoids black ex's and 

oes out of his way to give a beggar money en route to his rares or 
fis dice games. He has an old hat, a necktie or a tiepin that brings 
him good luck, and if bad luck sets in he chases it by walking three 
times around his chair. He begs, cajoles and pleads with the dice, 
talking to them more tenderly than he talks to his wife. He can 
feel in his bones when a slot machine is about to drop a jackpot or 
when the red is going to come up at roulette, and when the feeling 
turns out to be wrong he looks at the machine with the aggrieved 
expression of a man deceived by his best friend. He dreams the | 
winning numbers of horses and sees visions of a lottery killing in | 
the license number of a taxicab that brushes him at a street corner, 
No matter how many times he has failed, today is always the day, 

Perhaps it is this sense of magic, of Lady Luck smiling on her 
chosen and showering down the silver dollars, that makes gambling 
80 attractive to so many people. A sociologist named Edward 
Devereux Jr. once spent three years studying gambling and gam- 
blers and turned his material into a 1,000-page doctor's thesis at 
Harvard. One of his conclusions was that petty gambling, done oc- 
casionally for small stakes and primarily for recreation, is prob- 
ably a good thing for a lot of people, in that it enables them to cast 
off temporarily the harsh realities of modern cause-and-effect soci- 
ety and recapture the happy belief of the child and primitive that 
the world has been designed strictly for their benefit. After all, soci- 
ety does set pret rigid rules. A man is supposed to be industrious 
and thrifty; he is not supposed to lie in the sun, wiggle his toes and 
hope that a rabbit will hop into his pocket to provide his next meal. 

Most men are bound to rebel a little, Dr. Devereux decided, and 
the gambling table is as harmless a place as any to work it off. 

Yet gambling, like alcohol or dope, can become an addiction, and 
the person who is in its clutches is a pathetic thing to watch. Elder- 
ly widows have lost their inheritances at the bingo table, and men

with previously impeccable records have caught the horse-race 
fever, embezzled the boss’s money and gone off to prison. Gambling 
is the biggest single cause of such crimes as embezzlement; it is also 
a cause of broken marriages, neglected children, poverty and some- 
times suicide. The Russian novelist, Dostoevski, Rimselfa neurotic 
gambler who pawned his wife’s jewelry for money to lose at roulette, 
wrote a book called The Gambler which is one of the most hair- 
raising stories of a wasted life ever put on paper. Nobody can read 
it without concluding, all questions of morals or theology aside, 
that gambling can be a devastating evil. Hence the long history of 
efforts to save the gambler from his own folly. 
The current Senate investigation must be at least the 10,000th 
official government attempt in at least 1,000 different countries to 
“do something” about gambling. No matter what the Senate de- 
cides to do, if indeed it decides to do anything, its action will un- 
doubtedly have been taken somewhere before. Gambling has been 
ignored, outlawed, legalized, outlawed in some forms and legalized 
in others; it has been taxed, licensed and made a government mo- 
nopoly. No other problem has inspired so many solutions, none of 
which has had more than a temporary success. In fact history seems 
to show a kind of cycle, repeated over and over again: 1) under open 
gambling, so many people eventually begin playing and losing that 
the whole social structure is threatened; 2) all gambling is outlaw 
3) the law proves to be unenforceable and a source of corruptio 
ypes of gambling are legalized but this proves to be an 
unworkable compromise; 5) finally all types are permitted and the 
tarts once more. The U.S. is a big country and the local pat- 
's. But it can be said in gene: ral that we were in the third 
stage of the cycle until the '30s, when state legislatures began legal- 
izing race tracks right and left, and we are now in the fourth stage. 
Nevada, being an especially forward-looking or regressive state 
depending on how you view such matters, is already in the fifth. 
The strange thing about gambling is that the laws usually have 
very little effect on what actually happens. It is true that when 
gambling is open more people patronize it, but no matter how far 
it is driven underground it still survives. In the U.S. practically all 
forms of organized gambling are illegal in every state but Nevada.

All gambling games, without exception, are rigged against the 
public; nobody, no matter how many lucky streaks he may have, 
can possibly come out ahead in the long run. The house always pays 
less than the correct mathematical odds, giving it an unbeatable 
advantage which is variously known as the “percentage” or the 
“vigorish.” Over a period of time the mathematical probabilities 
always prevail, and the house is bound to make at least as much 
money as its percentage dictates. The sum can mount up with star- 
tling ravidity.

Even the house percentage, although bound to grind down the 
player’s pocketbook in the long run, does not tell the full story. It 
is one of gambling’s ironies that so helpless is the player when he 
attempts to go up against a professional game that the house could 
offer him the correct mathematical odds, with no cut whatever, and 
still make practically as much money as it does now. The percent- 
age is just so much gravy for the men who run the gambling racket; 
their customers could not possibly win even if given a fair shake 
all around. Professional gamblers are well aware of this phenome- 
non—which enables them to win far more than mere mathematics 
would indicate. They call it their “hidden percentage.” 

The hidden percentage results from the fact that practically all 
gambling house patrons fall into two classes: the rich man wholoves 
to win a few hundred dollars but hates to lose, and the man of aver- 
age means who has to set a limit, usually quite small, on the amount 
he can afford to drop. As the winning and losing numbers come up 
in dice and roulette—always in ordance with the mathematical 
laws of probability, never in accordance with the player’s hopes or 
mystical belief in “luck”—the swings of chance re strange things 
to both these types of players. As is shown by th 
108, 109, the tide of fortune ebbs and flows. A wi 
last just a few rolls or continue onward and upward; it may be fol. 
lowed by a short losing streak or a disastrous one that goes right 
through the bottom. Over a period of many thousand rolls the raph 
of winning and losing would tend to wind up at a level where the 
player would break even, except for the money taken away from 

him by the house percentage. But in the meantime there would 
have been many swings above and below the line, some of them 
small and some of them very large. 

If the rich but stubborn gambler starts to play at a time when 
the swing is going upward, he wins a few hundred dollars and goes 
home happy. On the other hand if he hits a downward swing he may 
ride it all the way to the bottom, losing thousands of dollars in a 
vain attempt to get even before finally giving up in disgust. One 
man who has lost about half a million dollars in gambling houses 
told Lire, “I finally figured it out for myself. If I won $500 at a dice 
table I quit and went home feeling fine. But if I started to lose I 
often dropped as much as $10,000. In other words I never rode out 
a winning streak and I rode every damn losing streak as far as it 
carried me. If the luck was on my side the house only stood to lose a 
couple of hundred. If theluck was on theirside, they'd clean me out.” 


WHY THE LITTLE FELLOW ALWAYS LOSES 


Tt small gambler is in the opposite predicament, but the re- 
sults are similar. As the line on the graph swings up and down, 
sooner or later it is bound to wipe out the man with only $50 or 
$100 to lose. It takes only a minor swing to make a small bankroll 
disappear; on the other hand the house, with its almost unlimited 
funds, can withstand any but the widest and most unusual swings. 
Indeed it is almost an axiom of gambling, applying to anything 
from matching pennies to playing roulette at Monte Carlo, that 
the man with the biggest bankroll invariably wins. During the war 
there was an old master sergeant on Guam who made a small for- 
tune by taking advantage of this rule. He had taken all his savings 
overseas and hept them in the safe in the orderly room. When a 
crap game got going on pay night, he pulled out a couple of hundred 
dollars and began covering every bet he could. If his luck was bad 
and he went broke, he simply went back to the safe for more. The 
other soldiers, with no assets except their pay, had to drop out when 
their luck turned bad. Sooner or later they all went broke, one by one, 
and the sergeant wound up with all the loose money in the outfit. 

There is a third type of player, less common than the others, who 
also keeps the gambling racketeers rich. This is the man, victim of 
one of the oldest delusions in the game, who has developed a “sys- 
tem.” Gamblers have been trying to work out foolproof systems 
ever since the birth of mathematics; all the arithmetic possibili- 
ties have been explored, and it can now be said with utter finality 
that all systems that ever have been or ever will be devised have 
two unfortunate things in common: 1) they require a large starting

As soon as the house sees a 
man playing a system it knows that very shortly it will have all his 
money, usually a substantial sum. 

Until about 60 years ago practically all gambling establishments 
in the U.S. were crooked. Dice were loaded, magnetized or controlled 
by sleight-of-hand artists called “mechanics” who pretended to be 
players but actually worked for the house. Roulette wheels were 
gimmicked with tiny needles which could be pushed up to keep the 
ball out of any winning number. The same sort of thing could go on 
today without the public’s being a bit wiser, but it is confined to 
small operators and fly ights, especially around vacation re- 
sorts where the house has to make its money in a hurry. None of 
the big operators on pages 104, 105 would dream of cheating; in 
fact they lave toace players win, for the advertising value, and often 
say lent prayers for them. This is only enlightened self-interest, 
for the house eventually gets all that the traffic will bear anyway. 
The profits of house gambling in the U.S. probably run close to 
$1 billion annually. They are limited only by the amount customers 
are willing or c: fford to lose in the course of a year. 

The slot machine business, although it looks like a petty nickel- 
and-dime racket, is just as profi The machines can be set to 
return as little as 20¢ or less out ‘h dollar put in—and few oper- 
ators ever set them higher. The slot machine, as the photo and 
chart on page 110 show, has the earning power of a movie star. In 
fact the slot machine is the biggest sucker trap in gambling, and 
has been ever since the first mechanical contrivance of the kind was 
invented in 1895. One of the early machines had five wheels with 
cards as symbols and paid off on poker hands, the top prize of 40 
coins being paid for a flush. But since the machine was built with 
one wheel void of hearts, another void of clubs, and so on, it was abso- 
lutely impossible to get a flush. The current machine: es, on which 
ematical chances of hitting pot are one in 2,667— 
and which can be set so as never to hit a jackpot at all—are almost 
as larcenous. There were about 200,000 of them in operation in the 
USS. last year, and if the average profit was $100 a week, which is 
conservative, the racket’s total take was at least $1 billion.

in nickels, dimes and quarters, is another vastly underestimated 
drain on the U.S. pocketbook, It sounds like a smalltime operation, 
and city authorities often officially announce that it is, to excuse 
their own failure to stop it. But the nickels and dimes add up. In 
New York City’s Harlem therevare currently 175 numbers “drops” 
or business centers, handling anywhere from $750 to $4,000 a day in 
bets. The total play in the city is around half a million dollars a day 
six days a week all year round. The total for numbers and policy 
through the U.S. approaches $1 billion a year, and the operators 
manage to keep about half of all the money bet with them or some- 
where near $500 million a year. 

By far the biggest gambling business is done on sporting events. 
There is a firm in St. Paul which makes a handsome profit doing 
nothing but handicapping college basketball and football games; 
it is said to pay a student on every campus to wire it bulletins when- 
ever a star player hurts an ankle or falls out with his girl friend. 
There are other firms that handicap professional football games 
and baseball, taking into account last minute news on the starting 
pitchers, sunny or cloudy skies and even the direction of the wind 
as favoring right- or left-handed batters. In betting on all sports 
except horse racing, the bookmaker gives himself the best of it by 
suagleg ihe oda (oan eveetood eat ter example, he will require 
the bettors on either team to put up $6 to win $5. This gives him a 
profit of $8.33 on every $100 worth of bets he handles, regardless of 
which team wins. The bookmakers’ annual profit on baseball, foot- 
ball, basketball and prizefighting runs over $500 million, accounted 
for partly by the mathematical percentage and partly by the hidden 
percentage which operates here as well as in house gambling. 

Horse racing is in a class by itself. Unlike dice or roulette 
a game of pure chance but puts a premium on the bettor’s skill; 
good handicapper can pick more winners than a poof‘one. It holds 
out the promise of good and sometimes fantastic odds. It happens 
fast—a man can go to the race track and make eight separate bets 
while he would be making only one on a ball game. And while it is 
happening a horse race is one of the most exciting spectacles ever 
devised. The past performance sheets, to a racing devotee who has 
learned to understand them, are a richly fascinating puzzle in the 
mathematics of furlongs, fractional times, weights and track con- 
ditions. In short, horse racing is the most seductive type of gambling 
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when state troopers paid a surprise visit last month. Dice table at center was 
found in a club near Memphis.

The company that has a 
monopoly on publishing past-performance sheets, the Daily Racing 
Form and the Morning Telegraph, advertises that it sells a million 
copies a day. Since nobody but perhaps an occasional sports editor 
the paper unless he intends to make a bet, and since many 
players share a form sheet or bet without one, it would thus appear 
that at least 1.5 million people a day bet the horses, for a total of 
about $10 billion a year. 

All that a horse-race bookmaker needs to make money is a bank- 
da willingness to break the law; 
mathematical facts of horse racing will take 
stupid, indolent or addicted to drink. And still he will prosper, buy 

send his daughters to Smith and his sons to Har- 
use the mutuel prices paid at the race tracks are 
y —to pay expenses and state 
taxes and to give the track a profit. The bookmaker, although he 
has no plant to keep up and no taxes to pay, offers the same prices 
as the track, and gives himself a further edge by limiting the pay-off 
on long shots to 20 or 30 to 1, even if the horse pays 100 to 1 at the 
track. Moreover he is bound to have a certain number of rash cus- 
tomérs who like to take fliers on two-horse parlays, i.e., bets that 
both of two hetrses in different races will win, in which house per- 
centage is compounded close to 30%, or even three-horse parlays 
in which it jumps to around 40%. 

The hapless horse player pays a terrible price for his fun. In the 
first place he is bucking a game which is rigged to keep anywher 
from 11 to 40% of his money, just on a sheer mathematical basi 
Moreover his chances of winning are further cut by professional 
players—owners, trainers and the like—who skim off a substantial 
amount of money every day on the basis of inside information, in- 
volving everything from first-time starters who have proved their 
speed in secret trials to races that are fixed by connivance among 
the jockeys. The average player has no way even of knowing if his 
horse is trying to win or is a “stiff” j 
with the jockey instructed not to finish in the money under any 
circumstances. Not one player in 10,000 can break even, and all 
in all the bookmaking business must make a profit of at least a 
fourth of all the money bet with it—or $2.5 billion a year. 

The sum total taken away from the public by the U:S. gambling 
industry, after such minor factors as punchboards, bingo and keno 
are added in, reaches about $6 billion a year. This is more than the 
combined profits of U.S. Steel, General Motors, General Electric, 
in fact more than those of all the hundred largest U.S. manufactur- 
ing companies—and it raises a highly interesting question. How 
can such an immense and fabulously prosperous industry exist with- 
out the police and other officials, who are sworn by oath of office to 
enforce the antigambling laws, knowing anything about it? How 
secret can a $30 billion industry with a profit of $6 billion remain? 
The answer, of course, is that gambling is not secret at all. The gam- 
blers have to have customers. They have to keep records and handle 
immense sums of money, and some of the bigger establishments 


actually haul the profits away in armored trucks. To anybody who 
is at all familiar with gambling, or who cares to spend as much as 
a day learning the ropes, a gambling establishment is as obvious 
as a corner filling station with a neon sign. 

A stranger in almost any U.S. city can quickly find a horse-race 
bookmaker by making discreet inquiries of bellhops, elevator men, 
barbers or bartenders, or by hanging around the newsstands 
where racing publications are sold. 

Once having found a horse-race establishment, the stranger then 
has quick entree to any dice or roulette games that may be running 
in town. The numbers game is even easier to find, being centered 
around lunch stands, taverns, beauty shops and the elevators in 
office buildings. Slot machines and punchboards are the easiest of 
all, because they have to be kept in full view of the public to make 
money. In fact any sheriff, police chief or other official who wants 
to clean out slot machines need not even go out searching. All he 
has to do is visit the district office of the U.S. Collector, where he 
will find a list of all the establishments in his town which have paid 
the federal tax on gambling machines—a tax which the owners 
almost always pay rather than get in trouble with the Treasury men. 

In any city where gambling exists the odds are 1,000 to one that 
the police department knows the addresses and owners of every 
joint in town, The reason the joints stay open is always just one 
thing: graft, paid either to the police, the city officials or the political 
machine, and in some cases all three. The U.S. is full of policemen, 
sheriffs and prosecuting attorneys who have built mansions, bought 
yachts or loaded their safe deposit boxes to bursting. It is also full 
of city political machines which have grown so rich and powerful 
from gambling graft that it will take a mighty effort by decent citi- 
zens to knock them out. 


“THE HAGUE MACHINE'S 1,000 BOOKIES 


Te classic example of all time was Boss Hague’s Democratic ma- 
chine in Hudson County, N.J. One top lieutenant devoted all his 
time to screening applicants for the unofficial bookmaking licenses 
that the machine issued. If the would-be bookmaker looked all right, 
he was told that he cou ld open and was also told where—the where 
being the house, office or store of some hard-working ward heeler or 
precinct captain. The rent, of course, was exorbitant, enough so that 
the party worker could kick back most of it directly to the machine 
and still have enough for himself to keep him happy, grateful and 
loyal. The machine tried to keep about 1,000 bookies in business at 
once, and their 1,000 landlords formed the hard core of political 
servants and stooges who sweated and bled to get out the votes for 
Hague. Moreover the machine got about $1 million a year in kick- 
backs. It was largely on the favors and graft provided by the gam- 
blers that the machine was able to swing the county by 125,000 
votes and often swung the whole state. 

Another fine example occurred in Detroit, where the graft was 
used more for personal enrichment than to build up a political ma- 
chine that could influence state and national elections. The ring of 
corruption was finally broken up by Homer Ferguson, who at the 
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time was a circuit judge and has since become senator from Michi- 
gan. Ferguson and his investigators spent three years on their cru- 
sade, with no help at all from city or county officials or the police, 
and finally were able to establish that various officials had been get- 
ting $1 million a year from Detroit gamblers and vice tycoons. They 
indicted the mayor, county prosecutor, sheriff, police superintend- 
ent, about 10 lesser city officials and over 50 policemen, and proba- 
bly could have kept going indefinitely except that they figured that 
by then the racket was pretty thoroughly smashed. 

In view of this experience Ferguson is probably the best qualified 
man in the Senate to conduct an investigation of gambling, but his 
name is conspicuously missing from the list of those in charge of the 
current probe. This is because Ferguson is a Republican, and many 
of the Democrats, who control the Senate, would just as soon see 
the whole investigation fizzle out. The Democrats are especially 
vulnerable on the gambling matter, if only because they hold more 
offices than the Republicans and have traditionally been the ruling 
party in the big cities. It would be highly embarrassing if someone 
should come out just before election with a point-by-point deserip- 
tion of where they get the money to elect their candidates in places 
like Chicago, Boston, Kansas City, New Orleans, Baltimore and Al- 
bany. The Republicans tried their best to have the investigation 
made by a committee including Ferguson and Senator Donnell of 
Missouri, who is also an experienced hand at this sort of thing, but 
the Democrats beat them down. The committee finally chosen is 
headed by Democrat Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, a freshman sen- 
ator with a fine record who is now put in a highly awkward position. 
If Kefauver follows his nose to the full extent of where it leads him, 
he is almost bound to do his own party a lot of harm. If he fails to 
come up with all the facts he will inevitably be accused of putting 
party ahead of principle. This is a terrible dilemma for any man who 
wants to get ahead in politics, and it remains to be seen how Kefauver 
will solve 


THE HEADLINES vs. THE FACTS 


IERTAINLY there was no glory attached to the efforts of the group 

of senators who conducted the investigation before the Kefau. 
yer committee took over—the group which made interesting but 
almost meaningless headlines by questioning Gamblers Frank Cos- 
tello and Frank Erickson. This group got itself thoroughly bemused 
by minor details of how the racing wire operates, and listened with 
approval to a recital by New Orleans’ Mayor deLesseps Morrison, 
who is engaged in a losing struggle between his reform pledges and 
the overwhelming desire of his party workers for a wide-open town, 
of how he had clamped down on the bookmakers. Mayor Morrison 
probably planned to make his speech even stronger, but he was 
somewhat abashed by a knockout-drop murder in one of the New 
Orleans saloons, which demonstrated the sordid nature of the city’s 
vice and bar-girl rackets, and by hearing of a survey of New Orleans 
bookmaking made by a Lire correspondent. Even as the speech 
was being written, the correspondent had found 443 bookmaking 
establishments within the city limits, each paying a minimum of 
$24 a week for protection. 

The senators also had a lot of praise for New York City politi- 
cians who claimed that their police department had cut bookmaking 
to a minimum in the big town. This claim is partially true, but the 
senators should have asked for the full details, which put a little 
different light on the matter. It so happens that under a policy 
started by Mayor LaGuardia and continued currently by Mayor 
O°’Dwyer, the political machine has been cut off from the gambling 
graft. The police have had a field day rushing in to take over. One 
reason many bookmakers have fled the city is that the police de- 
manded such outrageous payments as to price themselves out of 
the market. They want as much as $1,500 a month for every tele- 
phone in a gambling establishment. The senators could also have 
learned a lot by inquiring about the city’s numbers racket. Accord- 
ing to Lire’s information, each of New York’s numbers drops pays 
the police $750 to $1,500 a month, plus $2 a day for the cop on the 
beat, $20 a month for the sergeants and $25 to $40 a month for the 
plain-clothes squad. There is a restaurant on 125th Street which 
is a regular meeting place where the police and numbers bankers 
discuss terms and new projects. There is another restaurant down 
the street where the numbers operators hold a daily session of a sort 
of mutual protective association formed to try to keep the police 
demands within reason. 

Mayor O’Dwyer, an ex-cop himself, must have some notion what 
is going on, and as a practical politician he also knows how difficult 
it is to change the prevailing system. He therefore took a bold step 
early this year and wrote a letter to the state legislature urging that 
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all gambling on sports events be legalized, licensed, taxed and con- 
trolled by the state. This was a forthright proposal, and the U.S. 
probably needs more top officials who are willing to talk about the 
problem in such realistic terms. But at the moment suggestions of 
this type are not likely to get very far except in maverick places 
like Nevada. In the first place the idea of legalization is repugnant 
to all the lawmakers who have a vested interest in sub rosa gam- 
bling; the members of the Louisiana state legislature, when asked 
a few years ago to legalize gambling in New Orleans, were as shocked 
as if they had been requested to contribute their right arms. In the 
second place a great number of high-level public officials believe 
that gambling is so evil that government must attempt to stop it at 
any price. This was the position taken by New York’s Governor 
Dewey, who answered O’Dwyer with a statement that pretty well 
summarized the arguments against open gambling: 

1, “It is fundamentally immoral to encourage the belief by the 
people as a whole in gambling as a source of family income.” 

2. “It would be an indecent thing for government to finance it- 
self... out of the weaknesses of the people.” 

3, “Legal betting rooms would provide a continuous invitation 
.... to husbands and wives to gamble away the money needed for 
the support of the family.” 

4. “The entire history of legalized gambling in this country and 
abroad shows that it has brought nothing but poverty, crime and 
corruption, demoralization of moral and ethical standards, and 
ultimately a lower living standard and misery for all the people.” 

The arguments in favor of legalizing gambling, on the other hand, 
usually run something like this: 

1, Gambling laws, like Prohibition, are impossible to enforce. 
All question of graft aside, there are so many people who like to 
gamble that the law enforcers would be helpless anyway. 

2. Gambling is already such a big part of the American scene that 
itis hard to see how legalization could make it much bigger. The man 
who wants to gamble today may not be able to find exactly the 
game he wants at the minute he wants it, but certainly in the course 
of a year he has more than ample opportunity to bet as much as 
he wants to, 

3. Legalized gambling with proper inspection would at least give 
the player a fair shake by eliminating the fixed policy games and 
the “bust-out” joints which use crooked dice and roulette wheels. 

4, As long as gambling is illegal it will place a premium on law- 
breaking. The profits will continue to go, as they go today, to pro- 
fessional gamblers who flout the lav—some of tee outright rack- 
eteers with other crime connections—and to crooked policemen, 
officials and politicians. Just as the profits from bootlegging under 
Prohibition Fairies and created the gang era, the profits from 
gambling have created another kind of underworld—much more 

lite, but equally powerful and accountable to no one. Under 
legalization the Lae would stop and a good part of the $6 billion 
could be channeled into taxes.

On May 29 a frumpish little motor ship called 
the St. Roch chugged into Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
having done what no vessel in history had ever 
done. She had sailed around the North Amer- 
ican continent, yet all the 80-ton, 104-foot ship 
got for her heroic accomplishment was a fond 
pat on her heavy-timbered stern from her mas- 
ters, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 

The voyage of the St. Roch, from Halifax 
through the Northwest Passage, the Panama 
Canal and back to Halifax (map, above), took 
137 sailing days. But because she paused mid- 
Way to spend five and a half years carrying sup- 
plies to remote RCMP ouiposts, the voyage 
lasted from July 15, 1944 to May 29, 1950. 

In addition to being the first ship to circum- 
navigate the continent, the St, Roch has other 
honors. Between June 1940 and October 1942 
she sailed from Vancouver to Halifax, and thus 
became the first vessel to traverse the pas 
from west to east. And her east-west cr 
made on her latest trip, was the second such 
completed. Only the Gjéa, under Amundsen, 
had preceded her (1903-06), although many ves- 
sels and men (p. 126) had died trying. 

Skipper of the St. Roch was RCMP Inspec- 
tor Henry Larsen (left), who drove her through 
thousands of miles of drifting ice. On her first 
trip she was frozen fast for 11 months. Once she 
was tipped sideways and shoved by ice across 
a mile-wide reef. There were six feet of water, 
and the ship draws 12. As for the reason Cap- 
tain Larsen took her through, no one could finda 
sounder—or more prosaic—one, When she was 
on the one coast, she was needed on the other.

THE LONG, FOND DREAM 


For hundreds of years the idea of a Northwest Passage through which 
Europeans might sail to the Orient fascinated explorers. John Cabot of 
England first conceived it in the 15th Century. Cartier, Frobisher and 
Hudson sought it without success, In 1847 John Franklin of England 
made a bold start for it, heading north through Victoria Strait, but died 
while still south of the passage. In 1850 a party under Commander 
Robert McClure, searching for Franklin, actually located the passage 
to the north through Melville Sound but failed to complete the voy- 
age. It was not until 1906 that Roald Amundsen finally made it, long 
after the hope of finding a practical trade route had been abandoned.
